Case For the ('omniumling General 


?Iudr Stronger. 


Kansas City. Aus. 30.—Monday The 


Star printed interesting telegrams that 
passed between the war department and 
Generals Miles and Shatter on the points 
at issue between them, as described in 
an article from the pen of J. D. AVhelp- 
ley, the paper's correspondent in Porto 
Rico. 
The second contribution to the 


controversy 
ia designed to meet 
the 


charge that the interview was a fake. 


"Doubt is expressed by some," says 


Mr. MTielpley, "as to whether General 
Miles ever said the things I credii/hlm 
with. 
Others sug-g-est he may have said 


them in confidence which was betrayed. 
I feel confident," continued the corre- 
spondent, "that General Miles will stand 
by the interview referred to. 
My inter- 


view was not confidential. 
I went to 


him as a newspaper reporter for the 
avowed and expressed purpose of secur- 
ing an interview. 
Thers was no reser- 


vation from publication in the conversa- 
tion. 
This is proven b.- his refusal to 


answer some questions which he other- 
wise would have answered. 
There was 


no hint of confidence. 
In this instance, 


however, no question of veracity need 
arise. 
General Miles himself, even if 


lie so desired, could not conceal the proof 
of all he said. 
It is writteii on the 


records of the war department, and it 
needs only & clearing away Of inconse- 
quential toatter to tell the story clearly 
and in full. 


The article says in part: 
"It needs 


only a glance at the official records of 
the war department to show each of 
these charges to be true, and to throw 
much additional light on the situation. 
That he was in command of the entire 
army -When he Was in Washington Is 
of course evident. 
That he did not re- 


sign; tljis supreme command when he 
went to Tampa, and that it was he who 
was treating with the Cubans for co- 
operation in Cuba, is shown by the 
numerous telegrams exchanged 
with 


General Garcia. 
The war department 


recognized Miles as chief when he was 
in Tampa, for June 12 a telegram was 
sent to him from Washington, which, 
began: 
'The following extract of a tel- 


egram from Admiral Sampson to the 
secretary of the navy is repeated for 
your information,' etc. No man who 
was at Tampa when General Miles ar- 
rived from Washington ever will doubt 
his supremacy, because all others, in- 
cluding General Shatter, became at one* 
mere creatures at his beck and call. 
When General Shatter went to Cuba and 
General Miles returned to Washington, 
the latter did not resign his control of 
the situation, but on the contrary, kept 
in close touch &3 oossible by wire with 
the movements of Shatter's command. 


"July 4 General Shatter sent the follow- 


ing dispatch, addressed to the adju- 
tant general: 
"There seems to be no 


reasonable doubt that General Pando 
succeeded in entering 
Santiago last 


night with his force, said to be about 
5000 men. 
This puts a different aspect 


on affairs, and, while we can probably 
maintain ourselves, it would be at the 
cost of very Considerable fighting and 
loss. 
General bawton reports that Gen- 


eral Garcia, who was to block the en- 
trance of Pamlo, l/rferjteed him at 10 
o'clock iast night that JPajjilo hpu passed 
in on Cebra road. 
LAVton says he 


cannot compel G-eneral Garcia to obey 
my instructions to place tnemselvps In 
any position where they will have to 
fight, and thai If we intend to reduce- 
Santiago we will have to depend alone 
upon our own troops, and that we will 
require twica the number we now have. 
I sent a inCcsngn to Admiral Sampson 
asking if he proposed entering the har- 
bor, so as to give us his 
assistance. 


Commodore Watson replies that he doci 
not know Admiral Sampson's intentions 
since the destruction of the Spanish 
squadron, but does not himself think the 
fleet should try to go into the harbor 
of Santiago. 
This, under the circum- 


stances, is not very encouraging.'

Reinforcements are being sent forward 
as rapidly as possible, but you will havu 
to be the judge of the position you arc 
to hold until reinforcements can reach 
you.' 


"General Miles sailed for Cuba. On 


July 11 at noon he reported his safe ar- 
rival to the war department, and at 
once assumed charge, reporting to tl|.> 
srorftary of war. 
All of the subsequent 


business of the surrander was entirely 
In his hands, as shown by the fact lhat 
the war department communicated with 
him direct, not even mentioning filial- 
tf-r'n narfm Ih the numerous dispatches 
Th(: following dispatch Is an oxcollfinl 
example:

"General Miles very promptly replied

thought my presence required and give 
such general directions as I thoughi 
best concerning military matters, anc 
especially directed to go to Santiago 
for a specific purpose.

notice that the orders of the secretary 
of war, of July IS '.eft the matter to my 
discretion. 
I should regret that any 


event should cause cither yourself or 
any part of your command to cease to 
be a part of mine.' 


"In view of the situation as revealed 


by the above telegrams, the following 
statement contained in the New York 
Herald of recent date is quoted: 
'If 


my cablegrams to Major General Shafter 
Informing him that Major General Miles 
was not sent to supersede him in su- 
preme command of the trrops in the field 
at Santiago do Cuba, prevented 
the 


storming of the city on the day of Its 
surrender, thus resulting in the saving 
of lives, which otherwise would havia 
been lost in the attack, then I am re- 
paid for sending It A thousand fold.

General Shafter 
Was 


Simply due to my desire to assure him 
that I intended to be absolutely fair. 
l>ci..jiu mi, UL-^ai ture 11 cm V\ aahington, 
General Miles and I had talked the mat- 
ter over, and he started for Cuba, know- 
ing that he was not in any way to inter- 
fere with the operations which were 
under the control of General Shafter. 
That there could be no doubt whatever, 
I cabled General Shafter, informing him 
that General Miles had left for Cuba 
with instructions not to in any manner 
Supersede him as commander of the 
troops in the field at Santiago de Cuba, 
and, as I have said, if my message pre- 
vented a batlle on the morning- of the 
day the city surrendered, then I am re- 
paid a thousandfold.' "

NEW YORK BOUNDARY FINISHED 


Resurvsyed For the First Time in a 


Cer.tury. Perils of the Work. 


The field work of the boundary line 


survey between the 
states of New 


York and 
Massachusetts 
has been 


completed, with the exception cr set- 
ting 108 posts, which mark the boun- 
dary at highway crossings and on- the 
peaks of the highest hills. The line 
runs directly north and aomh and the 
distance from Connecticut to Vermont 
is 50 miles. In some places the bounds 
were 14 feet out of the way and many 
had disappeared. 


The work has been in progress for 


two summers, and owing to the char- 
acter of the ground it has been im- 
possible to work running the line in 
winter. The line for nearly the entire 
distance rung over the tops of moun- 
tains and through a dense forest and 
growth of underbrush. 
It has been 


over 100 years since a 
survey was 


made, and it is safe to say that in that 
time very few persons have 
passed 


over some of the land, much of vhich 
for two or three miles on either side 
of the line is worthless. 


The New York party cut the path 


and the Massachusetts men did the 
chain work, and 
in many instances 


progress was 
necessarily 
slow. In 


some parts of the work the men were 
so far from any houses that they had 
to camp out. The men killed over 50 
rattlesnakes during the two years, and 
they were not hunting for snakes. 


On Greylock by Trolley, 


Hon. Francis W. Rockwell of Pitts- 


field, a member of the Greylock reser- 
vation commission, stated to the Pitts- 
lield Call one day last week that it was 
his hope and he believed it the wish 
of the people to some day see a trolley 
line constructed and in working order 
to the top of old Greylock. He be- 
lieved it among the possibilities and 
probabilities that such a line would 
eventually be constructed, though not, 
perhaps, for a number of years. He 
referred to the line now in operation 
from Springfield to the top of Mt. Tom, 
and stated that he had taken the trip 
with much pleasure and satisfaction 
to himself and that he saw no reason 
why a similar line could not be con- 
structed to the very summit of Grey- 
lock. Of course, added he, there'll be 
a contest between Pittsfield and North 
Adams to see which will be the first 
to get a good driveway for teams. 


A Homelfiss Hero. 


The funeral of Color Sergeant Eu- 


gene C. Newell was held in Pittsfleld 
Monday afternoon. Delegations were 
present from both Grand Army posts 
and the Sons of Veterans. The pall 
bearers were chosen from the latter 
organization. It was a soldiers' burial, 
a salute being fired over the grave. 
'Taps" were sounded when the body 
had been consigned to its last rest- 
ing place. 
This death of Color Ser- 


geant Newell is particularly sad in 
that he has no near relatives living. 
Private Cinnamon, who accompanied 
the body from Buffalo yesterday, had 
been a comrade of Newell's for many 
years and was with him during the 
Santiago campaign. The body lay in 
Private Cinnamon's house at 171 ISth 
street, Buffalo, until the time came to 
be removed to the East. Newell was 
tho man who carried the Stars and 
Stripes up San Juan Ii»ll.

Queen Wilhelmina has been brought 


up more simply perhaps than most 
girls, even than the daughters of the 
well to do burghers whom she has often 
openly envied, because of their less re- 
stricted lives. A little story is told of 
irr that shows how early she had learn- 
•d the truth of the saying, "Uneasy lies 
the head that wears a crown." 


She had a great number of dolls, and 


iftor any court ceremony in which she 
took part she was wont to put them 
through the same performance. To them 
she also recited her lessons every day. 
One afternoon one of the dolls would 
not sit up quite to please her, and after 
placing it as she wanted it she shook 
her flOKer threateningly and said, "Be 
careful now, or I will make you a prin- 
cess, and then you will have to sit up 
and smile at the people whenever you 
go out until your poor head aches and 
your back is nearly broken." Being a 
princess seemed to her the worst thing 
that could possibly happen to any one. 


Wilhelmina has never had any fri«nds 


of her own age. Sometimes when she is 
at tho country palace, Ilet Loo, the 
daughters of the neighboring aristoera-

She is all that stands be- 
tween the Dutch throne and a German 
ruler, for the next in the line of suc- 
cession is the sister of King William 
III of Holland, the Grand Duchess of 
Saxe-Weimar-Eisenbaoh, who, through 
her foreign marriage, is altogether Ger- 
man in her sympathies.

Charles A. Davis, a milkman whose 


home is at the foot of Florida moun- 
tain, was fatally injured this morning 
by being thrown from his team on 
High street. 
His horse ran away, 


throwing him from the wagon. His 
head stiuck on a stone, producing a 
compound fracture of the skull. 
lie was rendered unconscious, and 


Was taken to the hospital as soon as 
possible in the ambulance. There he 
was attended by Dr. 0. J. Brown, as- 
sisted by Drs. Stafford and Curran. The 
Skull was pressing on the base of the 
bruin, and efforts to restore him to con- 
sciousness wore futile. He died at 12.30 
without regaining consciousness at all. 


There was some doubt as to the way 


in which the accident happened. The 
statements of several witnesses, how- 
ever, indicate that it resulted from the 
breaking of the harness. 
According 


to, the most reliable account, Mr. Davis 
was driving down the Richmond hill, 
when the holdback of the harness broke 
throwing the full weight of the heavy 
Wagon on the horse's legs. 


The animal started to run, turning 


into High street. 
A short 
distance 


down, the wagon was overturned by 
Striking a water bar, throwing Mr. 
Davis Out. the horse continued some 
distance before it was caught. 


It Was at first fum6red that the ac- 


cident -was caused by the overturning 
of the wagon in a washout on High 
street, and City Solicitor Ashe went to 
the place at once. He found that the 
wagon had not gone into any washouts, 
and that in all probability the accident 
v?as due merely to the breaking of the 
harness. The hill on which the horse 
Started is not a public street, and- is 
marked dangerous. 


The body was taken in charge by 


Simmonfe & Carpenter, and removed 
this afternoon to the man's home. Mr. 
Davis was 44 years old, and leaves a 
wife and three children. He was well 
known throughout the city. 


Medical Examiner Brown will inves- 


tigate the cause of the accident before 
deciding whether to' order an inquest.
